“We have had quite recently to con- 
sider whether the question of a European 
war was not near, but, with great interest 
and consideration, the result has turned out 
happily, through the great judgment and 
common sense displayed by France under 
circumstances of unusual difficulty, which, 
I think, have relieved Europe of a dangerous 
nd threatening storm. 


- No Immediate Prospect of War. 


** While matters were in suspense the gov- 
ernment was necessarily forced to take pre- 
cautions that it should not be taken un- 
awares. These precautions were most 
Prompt and effective, but the immediate 
necessity for them has passed off. 

‘*There has been some surprise on both 
sides of the channel at the fact that these 
preparations have not suddenly ceased. But 
it is impossible to stop them at a moment’s 
notice.’’ 

After referring to the various rumors of 
intended action arising out of those prep- 
arations, including the seizure of Syria and 
Crete and the declaration of a protectorate 
over Egypt—the latter allusion being greet- 
ed with immense cheering—Lord Salisbury 
continued: 

“I am sorry to say I cannot rise to the 
height of the aspirations indicated by the 
chéering of the audfence. I do not venture 
to prophesy, if we are forced by others 
into a position we do not now occupy, what 
may occur, but we are well satisfied with 
the existing state of things, and we do not 
think any cause has arisen to necessitate 
effort on our part at present to modify it.

He concluded by repudiating “ all sugges- 
tion that our preparations mean that the 
country is animated by the lust of conquest 
or a love of war,” declaring that Great Brit- 
ain was only ‘resolved to maintain the 
empire Britons have received from their 
forefathers and to support the peace which 
is the glory and sustenance of our empire.” 

The Premier began his address by saying 
that a succession of events abroad had oc- 
casioned grave anxiety to the Ministry for 
a year past. He alluded to the murder of 
the Empress of Austria for the double pur- 
pose of expressing the universal regret ex- 
perienced on agcount of the crime and for 
announcing that Great Britain had accepted 
an invitation to take part in a conference 
which would be called to determine upon the 
measures which it is possible to take in order 
to blot out anarchy.

‘IN SOUTH CAROLINA 
BY UNMASKED WHITES. 


Blacks Charged with [lurder at the 
Polis Hanged by One Hundred Men, 
Who [lake No Effort to Conceal Their 
identity—Pitched Battle Threatened. 


Greenwood, S. C., Nov. 9.—[Special.]—Four 
negroes Were lynched near Phoenix about 
2 o'clock this afternoon. Evidence was se- 
cured that they were implicated in the shoot- 
ing of the white men during the election 
troubles yesterday. About 100 white men par- 
ticipated tn the lynching, and there was no 
attempt at disguise or concealment. All is 
quiet here at this hour, though more trouble 
is expected in the Pheenix section. Public 
sentiment here unanimously indorses the 
lynching. .

Paris, Nov. 9.—The Echo de Paris today 
publishes a dispatch from Toulon which

THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 

President McKinley has instructed the 
American Minister to Nicaragua to intimate 
to the government of that country that 
it will please the United States by tak- 
ing no new action relative to the Nicaragua 
Canal while the question of the advisability 
of the United States aiding the Maritime 
company, which has an unexpired canal 
concession, is under consideration by Con- 
gress. That body may act at the next ses- 
sion if the report of the Canal commission is 
favorable. 

This is a timely suggestion which should 
be heeded by the Nicaraguan government. 
Certain promoters in New York and Chi- 


-eago are trying to get hold of a new canal 


concession for purely speculative purposes. 
No matter what these promoters may say 
to the contrary, they do net dream of build- 
ing a canal. Their scheme is to sell out 
their concession to the government and 
secure a big profit for themselves and their 
associates, 

The Nicaraguan Congress has granted the 
promoters in question an option for a canal 
‘concession in case the present one is for- 
feited. That option will amount to nothing, 
however, unless it is approved by the Costa 
Rican government and also by that of the 
United States. It is possible also that the 
consent of the United States of Central 
America, of which Nicaragua is a pait, 
will be required. The United States cer- 
tainly will not give its consent. The syndi- 
cate whicn was organized to get this op- 
tion was told as much weeks ago, and, as 
a consequence, many of the members with- 
drew. They stated that they did not in- 
tend to “ buck against the government.” 

The United States may decide to spend 
froin 100 to 150 millions in the construction 
of the Niearagua Canal. It will not.do so 
in the expectation of making any money, 
for there will be no profit in the work, but 
as a measure of national defense. It takes 
about 2 quarter of a year now to transfer 
warships from one side of the continent to 
the other. With a Nicaragua canal open 
vessels could be shifted from side to side 
in short. order to the great advantage of 
the country in case of war. 

But the United States will not consent 


-to add to the actual cost of the work the 


payment of a: big bonus to speculative in- 
dividuals who'may havepought concessions 
for a small sum, hoping they may be able 
to dispose of them to an unwise government 
for millions. The promoters should not try 
to meddle in this matter. Any money they 
may pay out to Central American Presidents 
or other officials will be money lost. 


HATRED OF THE NORTH. 

The Republicans have carried two South- 
ern States—Maryland and little Delawarc. 
The Democrats have carried all the four- 
teen other States. Those States have 110 
Congressmen. The Democrats have elect- 
ed nearly all of them.

Diagnosis of Race Troubles—Negro Is 


Suffering from Misdirected Educa- 


tion—Not Taught Useful Trades. 


Dr. J. CG. Ballaugh, a Southern man and 
associate professor in history in Johns Hop- 
kins University, speaking of the general 
causes leading to race troubles in the South, 
ancording to the New York Evening Post, 


Outside the passions stirred up by de- 
signing politicians, of one party or another, 
of which I do not care to speak, the negro 
is suffering from misdirected educational 
efforts. You must remember that compara- 
tively a short time back he was a@ savage, 
with the nature and instincts of a savage. 
His progress to this time has been mar- 
velous, but it will be generations yet be- 
fore he can attain the plane upon which 
theorists would place him, 

The trouble with many negroes is that 
they do not fit their surroundings. The 
older negroes remain on the farms and do 
agricultural labor, for which they are best 
fitted by nature and taste, They are, as a 
rule, docile and easily controlled; no trouble 
is experienced with them. The younger 
generations make the trouble. | 
tend school, study the higher branches, 
and have a passion for plunging into Latin, 
Greek, and the sciences. The consequence 
is that they do not care to return to farm 
work or to become servants, and they find 
no opportunities in the business or profes- 
sional world. They congregate in the cities 
and villages, loaf, and get into mischief. 
They grow to feel that they are wronged 
and oppressed, and this feeling is often 
played upon by designing persons. 

The moral nature of the average negro is 
as yet dwarfed; he does not clearly distin- 
guish between right and wrong. The animal 
justinct is often in control. When it gets 
one of them into trouble the sympathies of 
his fellows are aroused, as often they imag- 
ine the wrong-doer is being persecuted. They 

‘band together for mutual protection and 
trouble follows, / 

As I said at first, the negro’s education 
has been misdirected. It is all right to teach 
him the rudiments and to advance him toa 
fair stage of common school cultivation. 
Those who show exceptional ability should 
be provided means to advance further. They 
should have every advantage they are pre- 
pared for. The majority, however, are not 
prepared for any great advance. 

Bishop Atticus G. Haygood of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church South advocated the 
true solution of the negro problem when he 
urged industrial -cducation. Booker T. 
Washington, the most sensible negro of the 
day, is proceeding along that line, and his 
ee training schools are doing great 

ood. 

There is not room on the farms for all the 
race. They must find other employment. 
Train them, then, to become blacksmiths, 
carpenters, woodworkers, plumbers; in time 
others will become valuable factory hands. 
he negro who can read, write, and cipher, 
and finds ready employment as a skilled 
workman, is better off and more contented 
than the one who has received a higher edu- 
cation, yet finds no opening into which he 
can or will fit.

Lots of Gold in Cireulation. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 9.—During the last 
few days Washington has simply been flooded 
with gold coin. Instead of the five, ten, and 
twenty dollar bills which pass over the coun- 
ters of the dry goods stores, the shoe dealers 
and the furniture shops on the first of the 
month, half, single, and double eagles have 
been the most common medium of payment 
for montly bills by the employés of the de- 
partments. This is due to the fact that the 
Treasury has a surplus of gold. There is 
more gold on hand today than there has been 
at any time since the resumption of specie 
payments during Sherman’s term as Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. Goldis coming in from 
all sources. It has been largely coined dur- 
ing the last year. It has come from Aus- 
tralia and from Europe, and as commercia! 
business can be conducted more easily with 
paper representation than with the coinitself, 
the Treasury has been embarrassed because 
of the plethera of gold which has flowed 
into the federal coffers. The consequence is 
that the Officials and clerks in the depart- 
ments had to accept gold for their salaries 
on Oct. 31. There is probably no place in 
the country where coin is so scarce as it Is 
in Washington. People coming here from 
the West particularly are astonished at the 
entire absence of silver dollars. There is 
not one merchant in teh who ever thinks 
of paying out such coins when they drift into 
his till. He usually deposits them in the 
bank, and the bank transfers them to the 
Treasury and receives in exchange silver 
certificates. Consequently the flood of yel- 
low metal, which is everywhere noted, this 
week has created some little consternation, 
but the gold will drift back into the Treasury 
again inside of ten days, and the chances 
are that $5 gold pieces will be as scarce by 
the end of the month as silver dollars a!- 
ways are in Washington unless the Officials 
of the Treasury department deem it ad- 
visable to make the next salary payments 
in the ccin which is the standard of value 
the world over.—Ex. ‘ 


Per Capita Cost of Saving Heathen. 


The Baptist Missionary Magazine has 
given its readers some curious facts in pre- 
senting to them the cost of convérting 
heathens, throughout the world, to the 
Christian faith. From the statistics fur- 
nished it would appear that the price varies, 
but whether those who cost more are any 
better or more effectually converted than 
those who cost least has not been determ- 
ined. From the list it appears that “‘ what 
God hath wrought in the last eight years ”’ 
is divided up as follows: Methodist converts 
in general cost $42.08 apiece, and this sum 
is divided between the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, whose converts cost $24, and the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, con- 
verts to which body cost $886. Large 
as these figures appear they are 
much smaller than formerly, when the 
Southern Baptists paid out in cash $4,540 
per head for each convert secured by mis- 
sionaries. The Congregationalists paid out 
$176 a head, the Presbyterians $232—the 
Northern Church paying $297, the Southern 
$280, while the United cut the average down 
by paying only $76, while the Cumberlands 
paid $445. These figures, if correct, give 
the commercial cost of converts, and as 
there is no way of comparing commercial 
cost with the spiritual value, those who con- 
tribute to the foreign mission fund may en- 
joy the gratification of knowing how much . 
money has been paid out without being 
able to mathematically demonstrate how 
much good has been done.—Memphis Com-— 
mercial Appeal. ;

WAGNER’S OPERA RENDERED IN THE

Nothing apparently but a long list of well 
known stars will satisfy the public of Chi- 
cago. Last night a fine audience assembled 
to hear “ Tannhduser,’’ at the Auditorium, 
and it can hardly be that Wagner is so much, 
more popular than Gounod as would at first 
appear from the difference in attendance be- 
tween Tuesday and Wednesday nights. 
Some day, however, when Miss Suzanne 
Adams has grown old and gray the public 


will discover her and crowd to hear her sing. 


The interest in. last night’s performance 
céextered in the first appearance in America 
of M: Van Dyck, who has for years enjoyed 
so wide a reputation abroad; more especially 
was his Tannhduser awaited with eagerness 
because it is only two years or so-since he 
aroused such enthusiasm in Parisin the part. 


The verdict of other cities was repeated last 


night, and it is dvubtful whether any tenor 
not excepting Jean de Reszke has ever had 
such a reception in the usually frigid Audi- 


torium. After the long and trying first act 


the curtain had to be raised time after time | 


and finally the audience was only satisfied 
when the Belgian tenor appeared alone in 


front of the curtain. The same enthusiasm 
prevailed after the spirited ensemble at the 


close of the second act, and altogether M. 
Van Dyck made his mark. 


As to Van Dyck’s Voice. 


He was certainly in excellent voice last 


night, but it must be admitted he is a much 
better actor than he is a singer.

There never has been a Tannhiuser who has 
expressed so visibly the different motions of 
the man who is a prey in turn to the mastery 
of the senses and the power of religious 
fervor. Tannhdauser is the most disappoint- 


ing of characters except when he allows his > 


feelings te get the better of him in the ¢on- 
test, but with all. his weak yielding after- 
wards to the seductions of a fa!se religion, 
he stands out as an admirable person in con- 
trast with Wolfram, the prince of senti- 
mental prigs. M. Van Dyck left not a single 
weakness of Tanfihiiuser uncovered last 
night, so that the hero, even when he was 
‘Most despicable, was surprisingly human. 
and the applause which greeted the fall! of 
the curtain upon each act was a fitting trib- 
ute to a great exhibition of histrionic art. 


“Mme. Eames as Elizabeth. 


Vocaliy Mme. Eames carried off the honors 
of the evening. The power of her voice was 
magnificently disp:ayed in the greeting and 
the long sustained notes of the prayer were 
the perfection of vocalism. The last air was 
threatened in places by the unsteediness of 
the accompaniment, but the danger passed 
and the result was most impressive. If any- 
thing could reconcile one to the character of 
Elizabeth and Wolfram and the whole at- 
mosphere of sensuous religion in the opera 
it would be the rendering of the prayer by 
Mme. Eames; it is so pure and fine in senti- 
ment.that it introduces the spirit of a far 
higher ideal than Wagner dreamed of xt the 
time he wrote the poem of ‘“‘ Tannhiduser.”’

ZIONISTIC IDEA NOT IN FAVOR. 


~Dr. Felsenthal of Chicago Discusses 


the Jewish Movement to the 
Holy Land. 


The Jewish movement toward Palestine is 
the subject of an article written by the Rev. 
-Dr. Bernhard Felsenthal of this city, in 
which he discusses the question carefully, 
and reaches the conclusion that a small per- 
centage of Jews in America will return. 


Those who will go, he says, are the hyper- 


religious refugees from Kussia. 

Dr. Felsenthal estimates the Jewish popu- 
lation of the earth to be 9,000,000 or 10,0U0,- 
000, half of the number inhabiting Russia, 
500,000 in Roumania, while hundreds of thou- 
sands are scattered in other semi-civilized 
countries, where they are compelled to en- 
dure persecution, and they live in misery. 


After a reference to the Basle (Switzerland) © 


congresses in 1897 and in August of this 
year, when the Zionist movement was ex- 
haustively discussed with the object of creat- 
ing a legally secured home for downtrodden 
Jews, Dr. Felsenthal concludes as follows: 
“Is it probable that eventually many of 
the Jews of America will leave this country 
and go to Palestine? No; not 5 per cent of 
them, not even 1 per cent. Perhaps a few 
hundred of the hyperpious ones among the 
recently arrived Russian refugees may be 
actuated to seek their homes and their last 
resting places in Palestine. The others will 
be satisfied to remain and to continue to be 
what they are now—American citizens. They 
will becorae fully assimilated with the other 
Americays. And, as can be observed now, 
already, in quietly looking around, many 
families will become totally absorbed by the 
non-Jewish population tn consequence of in- 
termarrlages.

HARQUISE DE FONTENOY'S LEPTER.

Really Lord Salisbury ought to place some 
restriction upon the craze for wheeling on 
the part of the members of his Cabinet. 
It is only a few months ago that his nephew 
and alter ego, Arthur Balfour, the First 
Lord of the Treasury and leader of the 
House of Commons, was laid up for several 
weeks in consequence of a severe bicycle 


accident, and now here is the Marquis of 


Lansdowne, Secretary of State for War, 
who has been confined to his bed for a fort- 
night, and is only able now to get about on 
crutches, the result of injuries sustained 
through a fall from his wheel. 

Surely at a moment when England is 
straining every nerve to prepare for the war 
which seems inevitable, the head of the en- 
tire military system of the vast British Em- 
pire ought not to place himself in a position 
to be incapacitated from the performance 


of his duties through a cropper while scorch- 
ing.

It is exceedingly doubtful whether the pub- 
lic will ever hear anything more of the ex- 
traordinary attempt not only to rob but 
even to murder the muti-millionaire Russian 
Senator Polotsoff, who bears the title of 
Secretary of State, and was formerly the 
so-called Secretary of the Empire. For 
there is every reason to believe that his mid- 
night assailant at Monte Carlo was no other 
than the black sheep son of Field Marshal 
Count Gourko, one of the most famous com- 
manders of the Russian army, and for whose 
gake the Senator will probably consent to 
abstain from any further action in the mat- 


| 


- Moreover, the French police are so eager 
to render themselves agreeable to Russia 
that a mere hint from the Muscovite Am- 
baseador ‘at Paris will prove sufficient to 
effect the release of ex-Captain Gourko. 

The entire affair is singularly dramatic. 
The Senator was wakened from his sleep by 
hearing somebody move about in his room, 
and, suspecting the presence of one those 
numerous thieves who make the hotels of 
Nice and of Monte Carlo their happy hunting 
grounds, he immediately proceeded to grap- 
ple with his assailant. The latter drew a 
knife with which he wounded the Senator, 
not before, however, the Senator's teeth had 
met in the hand of the thief, who got away 
with about $12,000. 

The Paris police were at once informed, 
and on the arrival of the express from 
Nice a well-dressed, handsome man was ar- 
rested, in consequence of his attempting;to 
conceal his left hand in a manner that at- 
tracted the attention of the police who were 
on watch. 


On being searched he was found to have 


the money in his possession, as well as pa- 
pers which went to show that their owner 
was the son of Field Marshal Count Gourko. 
He attempted to conceal his identity by de- 
claring that he had stolen the papers in 


question from ex-Captain Gourko, and in- | 


sisted that his name was Ivannoff. But he 
has since been recognized, and there is no 
doubt as to who he is. 

The previous career of this young Gourko 
is of such a character as to excite no aston- 
ishment whatever. 

For one of the reasons why his father was 
removed from his position as Viceroy of Po- 
land was just because of the manner in 
which he endeavored to shield his reprobate 
son. The latter first came before the public 
in connection with a breach of honor under 
the following circumstances: 

The leading bookseller at Warsaw had ob- 
tained for a couple of officers of young 
Gourko’s regiment a witty book published at 
Paris entitled Warsaw Society,’ on their 
solemn pledge that they would not betray 
him or get him into trouble. Young Gourko 
having given his comrades his word of honor 
not to reveal the source through which the 
book had been obtained got possession 
thereof. 

Its contents pleased him immensely until 
he reached a passage where his father as 
Governor General was referred to sarcastic- 
ally. Forgetful of his plighted word, he 
showed his father the objectionable para- 
graph, and informed him of the source 
whence he had obtained the book. 

Within twenty-four hours the two officers 
who had ordered the book were under arrest, 
while the unfortunate and too confiding 
bookseller was condemned to the payment 
of a ruinous fine and toa year’s imprison- 
ment. On learning of the conduct of young 
Gourko in the matter, the entire corps of 
officers of the brigade to which he belonged 
announced that it would be impossible for 
them to continue to treat him as a comrade,. 
and that either he or they must leave the 
army. 

The Governor General became absolutely 
furious on learning this, and summoning the 
commander of the brigade in question in- 
sisted that he should subject every one of his 
officers who had signed the round robin ad- 
dressed to his son to disciplinary measures. 

With an independence somewhat unusual 
in the Russian army, the brigade commander 
declined to comply with Field Marsha! Gour- 
ko’s arbitrary request, and declared that he 
could not dream of unjustly disciplining the 
entire body of officers under his orders, or of 
accepting their resignations for the mere 
sake of the young man who had been guilty 
of breaking his word of honor. 

The Grand Duke Vladimir, eldest brother 
of the late Czar, and virtual commander- 
in-chief of the Russian army, happened to 
be passing through Warsaw at the time. 
The question was referred to him, and with- 
out a minute's hesitation he decided against 
young Gourko. 

The Captain was accordingly forced to re- 
sign his commission.

But with singular effrontery 
to reside at Warsaw with his father and 
mother, and to wear his uniform notwith- 
standing the fact that he no longer belonged 
to the army. 

Thoroughly exasperated by his extraor- 
dinary behavior, the officers of the garrison 


at length caused him to be warned that if 


he ventured to appear in public again in uni- 
form the latter would be tern piecemeal 
from his body in the streets by men hired 
for the purpose. 

This had the desired effect, and young 
Gourko found it convenient to transfer his 
residence to France,- where he has since 
lived, kept at a distance by all respectable 
Russian society. 

Let me add that while still at Warsaw his 
mother, the Countess Gourko, the evil gentus 
of her husband, and the most disagreeable 
woman it has ever been my misfortune to 
meet, excited general indignation even 
among the Russians at Warsaw by causing 
the proprietress of the largest furniture 
store in the Polish capital to be imprisoned 
for a period of three weeks without trial 
solely for having refused to give credit to 
ex-Captain Gourko in consequence of his be- 
ing head over ears in debt. 

The late Czar had occasion to frequently 
remonstrate with the Field Marshal about 
the gonduct of his wife, and I do not think 
that there is in all Poland today a name so 
execrated as that of Countess Gourko. 


HADSELL’S HEIRS MAY OBJECT. 


Claimants for a Share in the Estate of 
the Waifs’ Friend Invited to 
Offer Proof. 


Heirs, real or pretended, of the late Or- 
lando D. Hadsell, 12 Union Park place, who 
bequeathed a fund to provide raiment for a 
limited number of waifs of Chicago, failed 
to contest the will yesterday, though it is 
hinted action may yet be taken. Proof of 
heirship will probably be invited tomorrow, 
but the testament will not be offered for 
probate until the time limit established by 
law is reached. It is hinted his late house- 
keeper, Mrs. Wilson, may claim a part of the 
estate. 

With the exception of a few articles of 
jewelry, books, ‘etc., the bulk of Hadsell’s 
property, thought to be worth $50,000, is left 
to “the poor and lowly of God’s children.”’ 
The will provides that in June of each year 
a ‘“‘committee of charitably disposed per- 
sons will distribute the income from the 
deceased's property so as to purchase clothes 
for 100 girls. This will continue until the 
100th anniversary of Mr. Hadsell’s death, 
when the principal of his estate will be con- 
verted into cash and divided equally among 
1,000 of Chicago’s waifs of both sexes and 
deposited to each one’s credit in some bank 
to be drawn when such recipient arrives at 
the age of 21.” : 


“Mr. Hadsell was somewhat peculiar in . 


his ideas and habits,” said Attorney Good- 
ing, who drew the will. “ Many years ago, 
r to his coming to Chicago, he had had 
trouble with his relatives in New York State 
and the breach was never healed. He never 
married, but always had a liking for chil- 
dren, and thought any boy with push could 
get along. But when it came to the matter 
of clothes he thought a boy who had no 
pretecting parents would find his greatest 
difficulty in life in getting hold of suitable 
coats, and pants, and shoes. In his will he 
carried out his ideas on that subject.’’

WOMEN TALK OF REFORMS 


EVILS OF THE PRESENT JUSTICE 
COURT SYSTEM DISCUSSED. 


Judge Joseph E. Gary Advocates the 
Substitution of Salaries for Fees— 
Would Do Away with the Prevaiti- 
ing Temptation to Inerease Busi- 
ness—Mrs. Mary E. Holmes Con- 
trasts the Municipalities of Europe 


and America and Taxation Methods. 


“ Reform of Justice Courts "’ was the sub- 
ject considered at yesterday’s meeting of 
the United Study Class of the Chicago 
Woman’s club. 

The general topic, ‘“‘ Enforcement of Laws 
and Ordinances,” was discussed by the 
essayist; Mrs. Mary E. Holmes. She con- 
trasted municipalities of America and Eu- 
rope and their methods of taxation. In con- 
sidering civic finances she said: ? 

“The improvident disposal of franchises 
to individuals or corporations in American 
cities accounts to some extent for the enor- 
mous municipal debts. In the City of New 
York alone, if the franchises for surface 
railways, stages, and ferries had been 
granted for an adequate compensation it 
would scarcely be necessary at present for 
the citizen to pay taxes for the support of 
government.”’ 

In his address on “* Reform of the Justice 
Court” Judge Joseph E. Gary explained the 
system of appointing and electing justices 
of thé peace, and continued: . 

‘‘No fifteen of the Judges necessary for 
the recommendation to the Governor can 
have that personal knowledge of the ap- 
plicant for the position as would enable 
them to judge of his qualifications. The 
recommendations must necessarily be made 
upon s&ich testimony as petitions and a like 
nature. This method of appointing justices 
is exceedingly burdensome to the Judges, 
but we have had better men in the posi- 
tions in the last twenty-eight years than in 
those before. Whatever faults may be 
found with the system they cannot be based 
upon the method of selection. 

“The temptation to increase business is 
the bane of the justice. As a remedy,.for 
which I do not advance the claim of orig- 
inality, I would suggest that the justices 
of each town be furnished with offices ad- 
jacent to each*other; that the fees be 
pooled and the justice be paid a salary.’’ 

Frank Asbury Johnson, chairman of the 
Grievance committee of the Chicago bar, 
said: 

* Not a single compfaint against the 
justices appointed by the Governor has been 
preferred to our committee. They have all 
been against the justices in the outlying 
towns. Complaint may be laid’in the Cir- 
cuit or Superior Courts, and, upon convic- 
tion, the office declared vacant: 

*“* There are more than 200 shyster lawyers 
or men advertised as attorneys who have 
not been admitted to the bar. and the State 
permits them to practice in the justice 
courts. 

** Remedy will be found rather in the crim- 
inal than the civil courts. One good stiff 
case will strike terror into the hearts of the 
cowards who conduct this sort of practice 
and it will be abandoned.”’

Among these is the practice 
of some among the Celestials who refrain 
from eating from the thigh bone of any ani- 
mal, *‘ because the thigh bone of our great 
father was once dislocated by the touch of 
God: the possession of ancient manuscripts 
similar in text to the first five books of 


Moses; and the fact many Chinese are 
monotheists. | |

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STRONG TIPS THAT FAIL. 


BETTING MEN AT THE LAKESIDE 
TRACK HAVE.A BAD DAY. 


Ellis Accused of Throwing 
Away a Race on Rosalia—Burhs’ 
Foul Riding Results in Boanergew’

Those which the track patrons 
fondly believed to be possessed of a higher 
degree of warmth than is usual among race 
horses, cooled off wonderfully during the 
races yesterday at Lakeside.

It is to be made a sort of a clear- 
ing-house, so as to make it possible to have 
an accounting for the interchangeable mile- 
age tickets and secure for each road over 
which the ticket reads its share of the re- 
ceipts. 

The Illinois Central {s the first road to give 
official notice of intention to withdraw from 
the Western Trunk Line committee (freight 
association). Without provisions for the en- 
forcemeftt of uniform rates, tariffs, it is 
found, cannot be maintained. The opinion 
is that at today’s meeting resolutions will be 
passed instructing the commissioners to 
wind up the affairs of the organization as 
soon as possible. 

Central Freight association lines were in 
session yesterday to consider the future of 
the organization. Strong arguments were 
made in favor of continuing the association 
in a modified shape. A few roads, however, 
think no particular good can be effected by 
keeping up an organization that has no 
power to enforce the maintenance of rates 
or even agree upon uniform rates. The mat- 
ter will be further discussed today.

~ CRITICISM OF TESLA’S PLAN. 


‘Benson Bidwell, the Chicago Electri-: 
? cian, Discusses the Transmission of 
Power Through the Air. 


Benson Bidwell of this city, inventor of 
the trolley car system, doubts the practica- 
bility of Tesla’s plan of transmitting elec- 
tric power through the air. Mr. Bidwell 
yesterday: 

“I think the plan is practical with the 
8,000,000 volts, provided his balloons can 
be sustained in the air permanently, which, 
under the present state of that art, seems 
doubtful unless Mr. Tesla has made an 
improvement in the material he uses for the 
balloon, as under ordinary conditions hydro- 
fen gas, the best for the purpose now known, 
escapes rapidly through even two thick- 

% nesses of oiled silk and will not sustain the 
‘balloons in the air to exceed thirty-six 
hours.”’ 

* Would there not be’an element of danger 
in discharging so vast a quantity of elec- 
tricity In the air?’’ he was asked. 

“Yes; I have thought of that, but as I 
have not given the subject a thorough in- 
vestigation I am not prepared to say defi- 
nitely as to how far the element of danger 
will enter into Mr. Tesla’s plans. We know 
that free .electricity or lightning, as it is 
ealled, seeks to escape from the air to the 
earth by every Available means, such as 
trees, houses, steeples, etc., and if you turn 
the power of Niagara Falls into electricity 
and pass it into the atmosphere I think there 
would be increased danger to humanity.

City. Tesla gave to the New York Herald 
an interview tast Tuesday of an invention 
equally wonderful, which appeared in yes- 
terday’s TRIBUNE, which. if he can work it 

+ out, will render steelclad warships useless 
for attack upon any city or fort ona sea. 

Tesla is a remarKable man in dealing with 
electricity, and it is not best to declare this 
or that invention of his impossible or im- 
probable.
